LIFE EXPECTANCY 
OF U.S. CITIZEN 
PUT AT 684, YEARS 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (UP) 
— The average American now 
lives 6842 years, a record and an 
increase of nearly four years 
from the average life expectancy 
10 years ago, the Government 
reported today. 

New figures drawn up by the 


Public Health Service are based 
on death rates in 1951. .The 
average length of life in 1951 
“generally showed little change 
from 1950,” the report said. 


It showed that women on the 
average outlive men by six 
years. The average lifetime ex- 
pected for women at birth is 
71.8 years, compared to 65.9 
years for men. The report said 
this difference has “increased 
sharply”’ since 1900 when women 
outlived men by an average of 
only two years. 

By contrast, the difference in 
life expectancy between whites 
and Negroes has decreased since 
1900. Then white persons lived 
about 15 years longer on the 
average than non-whites. 

The new figures showed a life 
expectancy of 72.6 years for 
white women compared to 63.7 
for non-white women, and 66.6

'to 59.4 years for non-white men.

Plans to Bolster aa 
ging Program Would 


Put Teeth in U.M.T. 


Act of 1951 by Requir- 


ing Active Service. 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (UP 
~The Defense Department has 
decided that compulsory service. 
including a variation of universal 
military training, is needed to 
bolster the sagging .eserve pro- 
gram, it was learned today. 

Compulsory reserve duty after 
completion ef active military 
service is the key feature of a 
drastic overhaul of the reserve 
program due to be proposed to 
Congress shortly. 

Hugh M. Milton, assistant 
Army secretary in charge of 
manpower, told a reporter that 
after months of study the con- 
clusion has been reached that 
only through mandatory service 
can the reserves be kept in 
fighting readiness. 

Two plans of compulsory re- 
serve service were said to have 
been drawn up: 

1. Two weeks of annual duty 
with a National Guard or Army 
Reserve unit for veterans who 
have completed two years serv- 
ice. 

2. Selection of a certain num- 
ber of draftees who would re- 
ceive four months’ basic train- 
ing and then be required to 
serve in organized reserve units 
for seven years and_ eight 
months. If they failed to par- 
ticipate in the reserve, the men 
would be drafted back into the 
Army to serve out their two-year 
term. 

Plans to Be Submitted Soon. 

While Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson has not given 
specific approval to the plans, 
he is said to have indorsed them 
in principle. The proposals are 
now being studied by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and are to be 
presented to the National Secur- 
itv Council and the Senate 
Armed Services Committee 
shortly, perhaps this week. 

The plans are an outgrowth of 
the President’s conclusion in 
January, based on an Ofirce of 
Defense Mobilization study, that 
the present reserve system is in- 
adequate. On orders from the 
President, the Defense Depart- 
ment has drawn up a blueprint 
drastically overhauling the en- 
tire reserve program. 

The overhaul gained new ur- 
gency with adoption of the Ad- 
ministration’s “new look” mili- 
tarv strategy. With the size of 
the standing army to be cut by 
at least three divisions, it be- 
*pvame clear greater reliance 
would have to be placed on a 
well-organized reserve ready for 
immediate duty. 

The. effect of compulsory re- 
serve service would be to put 
teeth into the Universal Mili- 
tary Training and Service Act 
“of 1951. The act imposes an 
eight- year military obligation on 
‘all youths, with two years of 
active duty for a draftee, fol- 
lowed by six years in the re- 
serves. 

Reserve Unit Difficulty. 

While imposing the obligation, 
the law does not specifically 
make active participation in the 
reserves mandatory. The result 
‘has been that reserve units have 
experienced great difficulty in 
maintaining strength, particu- 


«larly in the enlisted ranks. 


Along. with compulsory serv- 
ice. the Defense Department

“gories of reserves—ready and 
»Rtandby — established by the 
**Armed Forces Reserve Act of 
9952. Instead, there would be

—Dr. H. Chandler Davis, 27 
years old, a University of Michi- 
gan mathematics instructor since 
1950, today declined to tell the 
House Un-American Activities 
Subcommittee whether Commu- 
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nist party faculty members, at 
Harvard University had irflu- 
enced students. 

Davis, who obtained three 
degrees from Harvard, also de- 
clined under the First Amend- 
ment to answer whether he had 
ever known Gerhardt Eisler. 

Committee Counsel Frank S. 
Tavenner said testimony given 
in 1953 to the committee in- 
dicated the Red party had in- 
filtrated the faculty and student 
body “in previous years.” 

Davis, who testified without 
counsel, declined to say whether 
between 1942 and 1945 he was 
aware of the existence of a 
Communist student group at 
Harvard. He said it was a 
“political” question and an “in- 
fringement” of his rights. 


Representative Gordon Scher- 
er (Rep.), Ohio, who posed the 
question, explained that the 
Communist party under a Su- 
preme Court ruling was “not a 
political party” but a conspiracy 
to overthrow the United States 
Government by force or vio- 
lence. 

Earlier Dr. Mark Nickerson, 
a University of Michigan pro- 
fessor in pharmacology since 
1951, refused to tell the com- 
mittee whether he is or ever 
was a member of the Commu- 
nist party, invoking the First 
and Fifth Amendments.

The treaty is parallel to the 
ANZUS pacts with Australia and 
New Zealand. Article 3 of the 
treaty says that the signing 
countries, through their foreign 
ministers or deputies, can con- 
sult whenever the territorial 
integrity, political independence 
or security is threatened by ex- 
ternal armed attack. 


While the treaty does not call 
for specific military action it 
sets in motion the consultations 
which could provide for army, 
navy or air force commitments.

McCarthy said he would favor 
action to shorten the hearings so 
his investigating subcommittee 
could resume its task of hunting 
out Communists which McCarthy 
said “are known to be in defense 
plants and the Government.” 

But McCarthy said he would 
oppose the Dirksen proposal un- 
less it provided that the subcom- 
mittee (1) work on the McCarthy- 
Army investigation every day 
until the inquiry is ended or (2) 
the subcommittee be allowed to 
take up again its investigation of 
Communism, on days when the 
subcommittee was not meeting 
on the McCarthy-Army investi- 
gation. 

The subcommittee is operating 
under a rule which calls for all 
other work to be suspended un- 
til the present hearings are con- 
cluded. 

This has kept McCarthy from 
pursuing hearings on his hunt 
for Communists in the Govern- 
ment. 

McCarthy said he did not 
merely want to shift the inquiry 
behind closed doors, where the 
committee would meet only once 
or twice a week. He said that 
might drag out the inquiry in- 
stead of shorten it.

Special Counsel Jenkins pro- 
tested that the Peress case 
was “irrelevant” to the charges 
exchanged by Army officials and 
McCarthy. 

The Wisconsin Senator argued 
the Peress matter went to “the 
heart and soul” of his counter- 
charges. 

He said his investigations of 
the Army were not directed so 
much to finding individual Com-

“covered, protected and cod- 
dled” them. 

“There is no reason on God's 
earth why those names should 
be kept secret at this time,”

Senator McClellan sided with 
McCarthy in the demand for the 
names and Mundt ruled that Ste- 
vens must give them to the com- 
mittee, although the chairman 
said that they might not be re- 
leased publicly. 


Throughout much of the fore- 
noon hearing, the McCarthy 
camp sought to develop its con- 
tention that the Army “cod- 
dled” Communists and stirred 
up the present hearings to head 
off the Senator’s digging into 
that situation. 

It was in this connection that 
Stevens was directed to submit 
the names of those responsible 
for giving Peress an honorable 
discharge. 

At one point, McCarthy said 
Gen. Lawton, commander of 
Fort Monmouth, was prepared 
to testify that the suspension 
of 35 employes of the radar 
laboratories there as security 
risks“ wotid not have been 
possible” except for the investi- 
gation by the McCarthy sub- 
committee. 

McCarthy and Cohn pressed 
this line of inquiry over fre- 
quent objections from Jenkins. 

Cohn brought up the monitor- 
ing of telephone calls by Ste- 
vens’s office and asked whether 
this didn’t violate the “spirit” 
of a Defense Department direc- 


tive. 
Jenkins shook his head at 
that, and said: “The Secretary 


is now being asked to enter the 
spiritual realm. ... I don’t 
think the Secretary should be 
called upon to construe a thing 
spiritually.” 

‘The morning session ended on 
this note.

The United States delegation 
has taken the position that the 
French armistice plan should be 
supported as a basis for nego- 
tiations, but that its judgment 
must be reserved on details until 
all other proposals are before | 
the conference. 

Eden Backs French Plan. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden also anounced that 
Britain would support the 
French armistice plan as a basis 
for discussion. 

A Viet Namese spokesman 
said the French proposals were 
communicated to the Viet Nam 
delegation only a few hours be- 
fore they were presented to the 
conference, leaving the Viet 
Namese no time to formulate 
their views. The spokesman said 
it seemed “at first sight” that 
the proposals would lead in ef- 
fect to partition of Viet Nam, i 
a solution “to which all Viet 
Namese are bitterly opposed.”

This 
brings the plane out of the 
bomb run at fairly high altitude 
and traveling away from the 
target. By the time the bomb 
explodes the launching plane is 
well out of the area, moving at 
high speed. 

In the demonstration yester- 
day a 1000-pound high-explosive 
air-burst missile was used. In- 
dustrial areas .were mentioned 
as one of the types of target 
against which the technique 
would be useful.

the perfect time for that fried 
chicken picnic. 

While an outdoor fireplace is 
fine and dandy for those who 
have one or can utilize one at 
camp sites and picnic grounds, 
it isn’t really necessary. An 
improvised grill can be arranged 
quickly by using rocks, round 
boulders, old bricks or concrete 
blocks to hold up the grill, which 
may be borrowed from the home 
oven or even an old refrigerator. 
If yau want a grill large enough 
to cook for 20 or more persons, 
two rows of blocks three high, 
with stiff wire fencing stretched 
over them and supported by sev- 
eral old pipes make a handy fire- 
place. 

Bed of Glowing Coals. 

A bed of glowing coals from 
wood gathered nearby or from 
charcoal or handy “bricquets” 
that come in large paper bags 
will furnish heat for cooking the 
chickens. You are now ready to 
broil, fry, or barbecue chicken. 

Chicken broiled between earth 
and sky is something special 
and extra delicious. Better allow 
a half of a one and three-fourths 
to two and one-fourth pound 
bird for each hungry person. .. . 
and who isn’t hungry at a 
chicken picnic? Use a mixture 
of one-half teaspoon of salt and 
one-eighth teaspoon of black 
pepper for sprinkling over two 
chicken halves. Brush with 
melted butter, margarine or 
cooking oil. Lay skin side of 
chicken halves down on grill, be- 
ing sure to keep heat down low, 
and turn occasionally. Brush 


: with fat at each turning. The 


broiling time if 35 to 50 
minutes, depending on size of 
birds. Chicken is done when the 
meat on the thickest part of 
drumstick shows no pink color 
when cut to the bone. Always 
ibe certain that the chicken is 
broiled slowly enough so that 
it cooks clear to the bone and 
jthe outside is well browned. 
It’s easy to fry chicken out- 
doors, too. Use two frying pans 
for easy cooking and put in 
shortening or cooking oils so 
that it will be about one-half

Sometimes, however, eating 
out becomes more work than 
eating in. That’s silly—it should 
be less work, not more, if it’s to 
mean fun for all. Fewer dishes; 
dishes that don’t break; recep- 
tacles that can “take it”; foods 
that don’t need long preparation. 


Steak, of course, fills the lat- 
ter qualification perfectly, and 
current prices on beef aren’t 
prohibitive. With steak, try 
fresh corn, with not quite all the 
husks removed. Dip in salted 
water, and place high above the 
coals: to steam. 


Other things go well outdoors, 
at even less cost. Take that old 
favorite—baked beans. All you 
have to take is a can of beans, 
some onions to slice over them, 
and a jar of tangy sauce made 
with tabasco. Add a salad, dev- 
iled eggs, a steaming pot of cof- 
fee, and what could be better? 

Equipment and tools are im- 
portant in outdoor cookery. 
There is no saving of labor if 
the dishwashing chores are still 
there. Use sectional paper plates, 
| big hard-finished paper buckets 
‘for salads and ice; heavy alumi- 
'num foil plates for eating and 
for cooking (they can be wiped 
off and re-used time after time).

Cold-Back Treatment 


Congress so far has done nothing about the 
Administration’s early appeal to revise the Mc- 
Carran-Walter Immigration Act. But now three 
Republican Senators and six G.O.P. Congress 
men have revived hopes for action by introduc- 
ing a revision bill. 

Lately even the Administration's attitude on 
this topic has been puzzling because, after call- 
ing for an immigration review in hig first State 
of the Union message, President Eisenhower ig- 
nored the issue in his second message this year. 

Mr. Eisenhower sought to clear this up recent- 
ly when reporters asked about the new bill. He 
noted his past criticism of injustices in the im- 
migration law. But he added that he had been 
compelled to give his attention to the slow and 
difficult administration of another measure en- 
tirely—the special refugee law. 

This act has certainly not worked out as the 
Administration expected. It was signed in Au- 
gust in hopes it would admit 200,000 refugees, 
but as of February only five refugees were re- 
ported to have been admitted. 

Meanwhile the regular immigration law has 
also been working badly. In its first year of op- 
eration immigration did increase slightly but 
deportations increased even more. The country 
lost more immigrants than it gained. 

While the United States has to guard against 
excessive immigration, not even the authors of 
the law would contend it was supposed to eject 
more aliens than it brought in. This is a cold- 
back treatment of the world’s oppressed. 

Senator Lehman, New York Democrat, has led 
a fruitless effort to rewrite the McCarran Act. 
The issue has now been revived by nine Repub- 
licans, who include Senators Saltonstall of Mas- 
sachusetts, Ives of New York and Hendrickson 
of New Jersey. 

Both the Lehman and Republican proposals 
would permit pooling of unused immigration 
quotas of any nation. Under the McCarran Act, 
this is not permitted. Consequently only 54 per 
cent of the quota of 154,657 was filled last year. 

This situation is traceable to the “national 
origins” theory behind the law. Quotas for dif- 
ferent nations are based on the national origins 
of the American people as of 1920. Just why 
1920 should reflect the ideal American popula- 
tion is anybody's guess. But the theory keeps out 
people from Southern Europe who press to come 
here, while some Northern European nations do 
not even use their quotas. 

The Republican bill would measure national 
origins by the 1950 census, which is a little 
more realistic. Senator Lehman, however, would 
throw out the whole theory. He would replace it 
with a more rational policy based on the need 
for asylum, for bringing families together, for 


“admitting skilled workers and so on. 


The sponsors of these immigration proposals 
should get together. With bi-partisan support, the 
Administration would have an opportunity to 
push its pledge for immigration reforms in Con- 
gress. The record so far shows that the pledge 
will require some pushing.

Let the negotiations now proceed, with a fair 
hearing for all. Let the facts be made clear and 
the public be assured that city employes will 
not be discriminated against because they are 
employed by the city. Afid let there be no 
more strikes against the public. 
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Intended Slips 


There have been wit and humor to enliven the 
McCarthy-vs.-Army investigation and almost ev- 
erybody, including Secretary Stevens, pixish 
Army Counsel Welch, Chairman Mundt and Sub- 
committee Counsel Jenkins, has taken his turn 
at it. We wish we could include Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy in this group with the light touch but 
the Senator’s fun is on a lower level than say, 
Mr. Welch's. 

Back in the 1952 campaign, the Wisconsin 
Senator deliberately misspoke himself several 
times in order to say “Alger’—when he meant 
Adlai. It was the same heavy-handed burlesque 
“slip” when, at the end of the second week, he 
referred to Newspaper Columnist Joseph Alsop 
as “‘Alslop.” But then what is funny to the Sena- 
tor undoubtedly is like what is “indecent” to 
him—funny or indecent by only his standards. 
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What Next in Indochina? 

Now that Dien Bien Phu is history, will the 
Indochinese war go on or will there be a truce 
as in Korea? The answer to that question may 
be determined in a matter of hours. 

By all odds this is the most pressing piece of 
business now before the Geneva conference. 
Britain, speaking for the West through Foreign 
Minister Anthony Eden, is trying to get the 
Russians to give up their demands for additional 
Communist representatives from Indochina at 
the Indochinese sessions. If the Soviets persist 
in their position, this one issue could become 
the Indochinese stumbling block. 

Western dipomacy may find it impossible to 
work this out with the Communists. There 
should be fullest effort just the same. If the 
war goes on, albeit suspended through the rainy 
season, uncertainty will continue in Indochina. 
There will always be the possibility that Com- 
munist Vietminh forces will move down the 
Red river into its rich delta, toward Hanoi. Thus 
at some undetermined time their could be an- 
other siege but of an important city rather than 
a bait of isolated troops in the jungles. 

The steadfast heroism of the surrounded gar- 
rison, under increasing attack until its final 
engulfment, will go down in history. So too will 
the misjudgment in planning which produced a 
bitter military defeat and a psychological blow of 
still unmeasured. proportions. 

The bitterness in France is being shown in 
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demonstrations against Premier Laniel, Defense 
Minister Pleven and others at the tomb of 
France’s unknown soldier and elsewhere. These 
officials in Paris must bear their share of the 
responsibility for the defeat inasmuch as they 
received and approved in advance the “bait” 
maneuvers of the French commander in Indo- 
china, Gen. Navarre. 
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Robbing the Taxpayer 

The preliminary report on what is wrong with 
the St. Louis school system’s non-teaching de- 
partments makes it amply clear that a good deal 
is wrong. Waste and inefficiency are robbing the 
taxpayer and stealing educational advantages 
from his children. 

How much this has cost the community is still 
undetermined, but the very fact that the slipshod 
and aimless operations uncovered by the report 
are permitted to exist at all is intolerable. And 
in the final analysis, the 12 members of the 
School Board must bear the responsibility for 
correcting the deficiencies or letting them stand. 

At least six members of that body have been 
deeply concerned with the kind of job being done 
in the non-instructional areas of the school oper- 
ation. They constitute the reform-minded bloc 
within the board: Louis H. Antoine, Charles 
H. Christel, Daniel L. Schlafly, H. M. Stolar, 
Clem F. Storckman and Henry O. Whiteside. 

The difficulty they have encountered is that 
they make up only half of the board and their 
six votes can force action only when one of the 
six other members is absent. At the December 
meeting they were able to push through a reso- 
lution appropriating $50,000 for an evaluation of 
the system’s non-teaching operation only be- 
cause one of the others was not present. 

But that resolution required separate approval 
each time it was proposed to expend any money. 
And in February, when the reform members 
asked to spend $5000 for a preliminary survey, 
they were stopped in their tracks. One of their 
group was absent, and the group led by Charles 
J. Dyer and including Board President Oscar A. 
Ehrhardt, beat d®wn the proposal. It was not 
until the March meeting that the preliminary 
survey was finally authorized, and that was only 
because this time one member of the Dyer-Ehr- 
hardt bloc was away. 

The question now is what, if anything, the 
Dyer-Ehrhardt group will permit the board to do 
about continuing the survey. Assuming that all 
members are present at the next meeting, that 
faction has the power of veto over any further 
action along these lines. 

The preliminary examination seems merely to 
have scratched the surface. What is needed now» 
is to pursue the survey vigorously, to uncover 
all the weak points in the non-teaching opera- 
tion, and then to provide a blueprint for reshap- 
ing these functions along business-like lines. 

That should call for a unanimous decision of 
the board. Taxpayer and parents will be watch- 
ing that vote with real interest. 
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Six Times Over 
Senator Williams’s proposal to reduce the oil 
depletion allowance is a moderate approach. The 
Delaware Republican only suggests reducing it 
from 2714 per cent to 15 per cent. This is the 
deduction from gross income allowed to oil and 
gas companies for income-tax purposes. 


The United States Treasury in the last 16 
years has repeatedly advocated eliminating the 
depletion allowance altogether. It has pointed to 
the allowance: as an “example of special privi- 
lege.” In addition to at least the reduction pro- 
posed by Senator Williams, a major loophole for 
abuse of the privilege should be closed. This 
loophole permits the deductions on oil and gas 
wells to continue long after the wells have paid 
for themselves. On an actual cost basis these tax 
deductions are said to average six times the de- 
pletion sustained on the wells. 

Manufacturing industries could charge part of 
the cost of their physical plant to expense, and 
deduct depreciation until it aggregated six times 
the original cost of the plant, if they enjoyed a 
similar privilege. Oil and gas producers may re- 
quire—at least in times of short supply—some 
degree of tax incentive to spur them on to bring 
in new wells. But does the incentive need to run 
to such absurd extremes? ; 
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Case of the Weak Corporal 


There seems to be no reason to doubt that 
Cpl. Edward S. Dickenson, who came back from 
a Communist prison camp in Korea to the beat- 
ing of propaganda drums, got a fair hearing at 
his Army court-martial. On charges of collaborat- 
ing with his Communist captors and of informing 
on fellow prisoners, he has been sentenced to 
dishonorable discharge and to 10 years in prison. 


Assuming that the trial was fair and the sen- 
tence justified, still a great many Americans will 
feel slightly sick and ashamed over the Dicken- 
son case. For the weak-willed corporal who is 
now subjected to this punishment is the same 
corporal who was used as propaganda bait in an 
effort to lure other unrepatriated prisoners 
home. The Army rolled out the red carpet for 
Dickenson then. It told the world that his treat- 
ment was a sample of what would await the 
other Americans if they changed their minds. 
Now that he is no longer needed for propaganda 
purposes, he gets the works. 

Dickenson may have been a “rat,” as testi- 
mony at his court-martial showed, but his defi- 
ciencies do not excuse the Army’s duplicity. How 
does the Army now expect to be believed in any 
future propaganda messages to expatriates? 
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Significance of Sparkman * Victory 

The renomination Senator Sparkman in 
Alabama was a healthy vote, particularly for the 
South. Just as the reactionary elements bitterly 
fought against Alabama’s senior Senator, Lister 
Hill, when Mr. Hill was last up for re-election 
in 1950, so did the same interests try to retire 
Senator Sparkman with the vigorous candidacy 
of Congressman Battle of the Birmingham area. 


The opposition to Senator Sparkman was due 
in part to his generally progressive record in 
the Senate and in part to the fact that he was 
the Democratic vice-presidential nominee on the 
ticket in 1952 with Adlai E. Stevenson, who re- 
fused to compromise on civil rights. The political 
preferment that made Senator Sparkman known 
nationally actually heightened the prejudice 
against him at home. 

Since nomination is equivalent to election in 
Alabama, one United States Senator has already 
been as good as re-elected. And since John 
Sparkman was given an all-out battle by the 
forces of reaction, his renomination can be put 
down as a good omen for 1954. The omen is all 
the better because he won a clear majority vic- 
tory over the field against him which made a 
run-off primary unnécessary.

WASHINGTON. 

When Majority Leader Charles A. 
Halleck retently took the House floor to 
voice his views on President Eisenhow- 
er’s public housing program, everybody 
knew in advance that he would go 
down the line for it—despite his long- 
time opposition to public housing. 


The reversal was so conspicuous that 
Mr. Halleck made no effort to disguise 
it. ‘““Many of them,” he said, referring 
to the Democrats, “thought, ‘I wonder 
what old Charlie is 
going to say about 
that.’” 

The Majority 
Leader found rea- 
sons satisfactory to 
himself to justify 
his change of heart. 
Nonetheless, his 
shift is rather typi- 
cal of an interest- 
ing phenomenon 
around Washington 
these days: People 
in power are doing 
the things they 
freely attacked Charles A. Helleck 
when they were out 
of power; people out of office are criti- 
cizing the “ins” for the same things 
they themselves were doing just a short 
while ago. 


A Housing Flip-Flop 


It’s a comparatively new spectacle for 
the simple reason that until last year, 
it had been 20 years since the “ins” had 
been turned out and the “outs” voted 
into power. And it does not, of course, 
suggest that the two political parties 
have switched sideS’S. By and large, 
the G.O.P. is still the party of “con- 
servatism,”’ and the Democrats still are 
“liberal’’ by comparison. 


All the same, there have been some 
spectacular flip-flops on a_ rather 
lengthy list of items. A good example 
in the Executive branch is Albert Cole, 
erstwhile Representative from Kansas, 
now head of the Housing and Home Fi- 
nance Agency. 


As a member of the House, Mr. Cole 
was one of the outspoken foes of public 
housing. As a federal official, he is 
now the Administration’s chief advo- 
cate of public housing. The only appar- 
ent explanation for Mr. Cole’s shift is 
that the Administration he represents 
favors public housing. 


Mr. Dulles Reverses Himself 


Or take the field of foreign policy. 
Before he became President Eisenhow- 
er’s Secretary of State, John Foster 
Dulles pointed to the dangers he found 
in unrestrained treaty making powers. 
But in recent months, Mr. Dulles helped 
lead the successful White House fight 
against the Bricker amendment that was 
designed to avert the dangers Mr. Dulles 
once warned of. 
~ President Truman's intervention in 
Korea was a top target for the G.O.P.; 
some of these same Republicans are now 
prepared for deeper and deeper United 
States involvement in the Indochina 
war. And Democrats who supported 
Mr. Truman’s Korean policy are now 
“deeply concerned” about the danger 
of war in Asia. 

Last year, Representative Keating 
(Rep.), New York, led a fight in the 
House Judiciary Committee to permit 
wiretapping only with a federal court 


order. Representative Celler (Dem.), 
New York, attacked this as being too 
cum me; he argued that the Attor- 


ney General should have complete dis- 
cretion. 

The Administration then put on the 
steam for a bill to leave wiretapping to 
the Attorney General rather than the 
courts. When the matter came up for 


a House vote this year, none other than 


Mr. Keating sponsored the 
tion bill, while Mr. Celler had thought 


sufficiently better of his earlier stand 
to lead the fight against the Adminis- 
tration measure. 

The change is also mirrored in the 
tax field. For long years under the 
Democratic Administrations, Democratic 
leaders in Congress fought .for high 
taxes to help cover the Government’s 
heavy spending. And for long years, 
the Republicans in and out of Congress 
—_ for tax cuts and less spend- 
ng. 

Yet last year, with respect to the ex- 
cess profits tax, and this year with 
respect to excise tax rates and individ- 
ual income tax cuts, Democrats press 
for tax relief—regardless of the budget- 
ary consequences. And though the Re- 
publican Administration has reduced 
both spending and taxes, it opposes the 
further tax cuts the Democrats want, 
proclaiming the need for keeping the 
deficit uncer control. 


Democrats’ New Role in Taxes 


“The Democrats used to charge the 
Republicans with fiscal irresponsibility,” 
one observer remarks. “Now it’s the 
other way around.” 


House Speaker Martin (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, long reflected Boston's oppo- 
sition to the St. Lawrence Seaway: as 
Minority Leader under the Democratic 
Administration he helped block approv- 
al of that project year in and year out. 
Now that it is favored by a Republican 
President, Mr. Martin helps blast the 
seaway bill out of reluctant House com- 
mittees. 


Other examples abound: Republicans 
long fought the Democratic plan to 
make a new Cabinet-level Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, Yet 
one of the new Administration’s first 
acts was to create such a department— 
with the approval of the Republican- 
controlled Congress. 


Customs Changed by Times 


Representative Rooney (Dem.), New 
York, led a fight this year on the House 
floor to cut funds proposed for airline 
subsidies. Representative Coudert 
(Rep.), New York, defended _ the 
amounts proposed by the Appropria- 
tions Committee. For both, the roles 
were almost exact reversals of their 
roles in previous Democratic Con- 
gresses. 

Democrats who fought to give Demo- 
cratic Presidents power over housing in- 
terest rates now lead the battle to deny 
this power to a Republican President, 
while Republicans who formerly op- 
posed such a grant now sponsor it. 

Republicans who loudly criticized the 
Brannan farm plan now help to put 
through Congress a similar plan for 
wool.

Source of the Confusion. 


It is precisely this ‘error of 
Mr. Jenkins’s—that Senate com- 
mittees may act as “law-enforc- 
ing officers’”—which has caused 
all the violence, the confusion, 
the injustice and the demorali- 
zation. For the American sys- 
tem of government is founded 
upon the separation of powers, 
and the McCarthy problem has 
been created by his invasion of 
the powers of the executive, and 
by the failure of the executive 
to resist the invasion and to de- 
fend its powers. 

McCarthyism is fundamentally 
unconstitutional in spirit and in 
practice. The American Govern- 
ment cannot be made to work if 
its fundamental principle is fla- 
grantly and systematicaMy vio- 
lated. It is systematically and 
flagrantly violated if the Legis- 
lature takes upon itself the law- 
enforcing functions of the Ex- 
ecutive. 

This affair of the fabricated 
letter is a demonstration of how 
the violation of the fundamental 
principle of the Constitution 
leads to lawlessness and anarchy. 


Lawless Means and End. 


Why did Senator McCarthy 
encourage an officer of the 
Army to violate his oath and to 
break the law? Because that was 
the only way he could obtain 
for his committee information 
collected by the legitimate law- 
‘enforcing officers of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Why did he have to break the 
law to get the information? Be- 
cause it is not the business of 
Congress to enforce the laws, 
and the use and disclosure by 
congressional committees of in- 
formation needed for law-en- 
forcement makes it much more 
difficult for the legitimate law- 
enforcing officers to enforce the 


w. 

In short, the Senator was en- 
gaged in work which is contrary 
to the principle of the Consti- 
tution, and so he resorted to 
lawless methods to carry out 
his lawless enterprise. Because 
there was no lawful method by 
which a legislative committee 
could take over the functions of 
law-enforcement, he resorted to 
illegitimate methods including 
the encouragement and the pro- 
tection of the violation of the 
law by the employes of the 
Government. 


The Acid That Corrodes. 


Is it necessary to spell out for 
Mr. Jenkins and Chairman 
Mundt why the doctrine is in- 
defensible and intolerable, the 
doctrine of which they are—lI 
truly believe — the thoughtless 
and unintentional authors? 

Let them try to realize what 
they have done. They have told 
each and every man to use his 
own judgment as to which of 
the secrets of the United States 
Government he will disclose se- 
cretly to any member of the 
legislature. If Army officers 
can fabricate documents based 
on material in the secret files 
for the use of McCarthy, then 
who is to say what some other 
employe may not» disclose to 
some other legislator, secretly 
and according to his own pri- 
vate views?: 

Talk about loyalty! This 1s 
the acid. that corrodes the 
bombs of loyalty—to hold that 
men who in secret violate the 
law as a private right are — 
God save the mark — “loyal 
people” in McCarthy's words, 
who ought to be encouraged and 


protected by the Senate of the 
United States.

Edward E. Boccia, assistant 
dean of the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Fine Arts, opened 
his first full-scale one-man show 
with a reception last night at the

drawings, slightly less so. 

With conscious influences of 
masters ranging from Mantegna 
to Picasso, Boccia derives his 
themes from music and liter- 
ature. These sources lead to 
two essentially different kinds 
of paintings. 

From musiec comes the more 
disciplined and intellectual of 
his works, such as “Vivaldi Still 
Life,” “Episode From Bartok” 
and “Quartette and Mauve.” Al- 
most totally abstract, these com- 
positions at times achieve sug- 
gestions of visual music, with 
singing color, recurrent formal 
rhythms and a certain logical 
inevitability of structure. 

Interpretations of subjects 
from Dante’s poetry are more 
emotional and contain more rec- 
ognizable elements, with a fig- 
ure discernible in the somber 
“Francesca da Rimini,” named 
for the woman Dante immortal- 
ized, and all manner of human 
and animal imagery in “Prima 
Matina.”

That Word ‘Obscure.’ 


66 FROES it actually mean to 
[) nice. or to confuse,” is 
the question of the read- 
er who poses this word, “ob- 
scure,” for discussion, Applied 
to the adjective, the question 
would be: Does it mean hidden, 
or confused? 

Well, we say that someone 
speaks in obscure terms, or that 
a word’s origin is obscure, and 
specialists in optics speak of 
obscure light rays. We associ- 
ate its use always with shade 
or shadow, if not absolute dark- 
ness. And there is literary 
precedent going back hundreds 
of years for all these aspects 
of its use. 

“Obscure” is really a very 
simple word. It comes from the 
Latin obscurus, meaning cov- 
ered. This is composed of the 
prefix with a root thought 
originally to have signified to 
cover. 

It may seem to the purist that 
its use in the Book of Proverbs 
is on the side of exaggeration, 
namely “His lamp shall be put 
out in obscure darkness.” How- 
ever, to answer the question:

20s,” he said, “I saw the defects 
in the evidence with which at- 
torneys had to work. There was 
a need in thé department for 
persons trained in the gather- 
ing of evidence. 

“In our law schools we study 
subjects such as equity, evi- 
dence, procedures and codes. But 
I marvel at the lack of instruc- 
tion on how to go out and build 
a case that will stand up in 


court. 
“What I saw in 1919-20 was. 


that cases were not built. Evi- 
dence was gathered haphazardly 
and with no continuity — al- 
though evidence is the basis for 
proving innocence or guilt. 

“In the FBI, I tried to build 
on the basis of what you find 
in a large law office where one 
section deals with the trial, an- 
other with briefs, another with 
evidence, etc. After all, the De- 
partment of Justice is just a 
large law office for the Ameri- 
can people and in the FBI we 
have the agency that gathers the 
facts. , 

“We don’t try the case. We 
don’t evaluate the evidence. We 
merely act as the service agency. 

“I thought our agents should 
have legal training or be ex- 
perienced in accounting — and 
that is our standard. 

“There's still a crying need 
today in our law schools in 
teaching the gathering of evi- 
dence. There is a large gap in 
the legal training. We have re- 
quests from law schools for 
agents to lecture classes on FBI 
methods of gathering evidence. 


“This lack in our law schools 
is a glaring deficiency and we 
see it plainly when young 
lawyers come into the FBI. They 
must learn this phase of the law 
in our own training school.” 

Hoover recalled the first 
months of his career with the 
FBI. “There were some mar- 
velous fights inside the bureau,” 
he said. “Some ofthe old- 
timers complained we were get- 
ting ‘Boy Scouts’ to do the work 
that could be entrusted only to 
the two-gun men.” 

Those first years were ones of 


reorganization, building up a 
corps of agents trained in law 
and accounting, and establishing 
uniform rules of conduct and 
procedure. 

Then came the gangster era— 
the wild rampage of gang rule, 
gang murders, kidnaping, bank 
robberies and reigns of terror by 
underworld mobs working with 
crooked politicians, crooked 
courts, crooked police officers. 


The kidnaping of Charles A. 
Lindbergh Jr. stirred the nation. 
And then “Pretty Boy” Floyd, 
Vern Miller and Adam Richetti 
slaughtered four police officers 
in trying to free a pal, Frank 
Nash, from their custody. This 
was the bloody “Kansas City 
massacre” of June 17, 1933. 
Ironically, the hoodlums killed 
Nash, too, in the wild shooting. 

In the breakdown of local law 
enforcement, enraged citizens 
demanded action from the Fed- 
eral Government. Congress in 
1934 passed a series of crime 
bills which almost overnight 
changed the FBI from an un- 
armed force with no authority 
into a crime-fighting organiza- 
tion. 

* *« * 

BI MEN were authorized to 
F carry arms and make arrests. 

It became a Federal crime to 
kill a Government agent. Laws 
were passed giving the FBI au- 
thority to go into action against 
kidnappers, extortionists, bank 
robbers, racketeers and crimi- 
nals fleeing across state lines to 
avoid prosecution. 

Hoover built up a_ giant 
master file of fingerprints, 
established a national crime 
laboratory for scientific analysis 
of crime clues. He started the 
National Police Academy where 
police from all over the nation 
come to study FBI crime detec- 
tion methods and the scientific 
means of gathering evidence. 
The facilities of the FBI were 
opened to all local law enforce- 
ment agencies. 

By 1939, he reported that not 
a single organized crime gang 
was operating. 

Looking back on these days, 
Hoover said: “Praise came to 
the FBI after the pendulum of 
public opinion had swung from 
the early days of disrespect. But 
I know the pendulum of public 
opinion can swing just as rapid- 
ly back the other way unless 
we conduct ourselves properly. 

“The only sound growth is to 
build on proper ground. The 
FBI had.a great record in the 
kidnap era. It was a hard era. 
Our men at the time were not 
equipped by training or by law. 
Some of our men were killed 
in gun battles.
